WHAT WILL BECOME OF 


PARTY: 


The Democratic party has been 


out of power sixteen years. During 
all that time it has suffered ft series 
of defeats, and has more than once 
been on the point of dissolution. 
According to the present outlook, it 
•wUl suffer another defeat in Novem- 
ber. Should that occur, it will have 
four years more, or twenty years in 
all of minority existence. It is evi- 
dent that a defeat of this party in 
November involves its dissolution 
as now organized. 


Pour years ago the Democratic 


Party nominated Horace C4reely who 
really represented no cardinal prin- 
ciple of the party; who neyer was a 
Democrat, and held views oppose*1 


to all the leading doctrines of the 
party which nominated him. . The 
Democratic Party was at that time 
immerged into a mere party of oppo- 
sition. 
It has entered the pres- 


ent canrass with more 
of its 


old and distinctive featiires, and has j 
nominated a man whose adherence 
to Ilia doctrines of tlie party no one 
doubts. But in case the Democrats 
should bo defeated in this campaign, 
it would not be difficult to foresee 
that the present organization could 
not survive. No party in this coun- 
try hns been able to survive twenty 
years of defeat.

When it went no further than to 
moke reform a mere expedient—one 
of the tactics of the party—and took 
no pains to lop off the excrescences 
of its own organization, then the 
Independents 
turned 
away and 


refused to go a step further in that 
direction. Since that time the party 
has had no very strong hold of the 
country. It wins some success in 
what are called the "off years." But 
in a Presidential canvass its oM 
weakness returns. There arc just 
now BO indications that the Demo 
crata can carry the country in this 
canvass. The best informed men in 
thatorganizatior. haveno expectation 
of success. The party will fight the 
battle according to the programme 
as already laid down. But it makes 
the contest with very little hope oi 
anything better than defeat. 


Premising that this result will 


happen, it ia evident that the Demo- 
cratic party as now organized can 
make no more contest for supremacy. 
A radical re-organization must fol- 
low, or it -wii! disappear. The latte 
is the most probable result. The 
next opposition, that is four years, 
hence, will probably rule the conn- 
try. 'Bat no leader in that party 
•will boast'that he fought for tht 
destruction of the Union. It wil 
be ftloyal pert/, w»d °ne honestly 
devoted to the work of securing a 
good kdminiatMtion.' ^Just now it 
cannot be aaid that there in any such 
opposition party; fincl for that rea 
•on in* OM now opposing the admin- 
i»traiiondc«« not command'the con 
fid«noe of tbn 'country. Defeat an<
